To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  3.     To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  5.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board 
for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  6.     To  choose  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  7.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees,  and  other  officers  heretofore  chosen  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  edu- 
cate pupils,  Grades  7  and  8  in  the  District  on  a  tuition 
basis.

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REPORT  OF  SUFEKINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of   Grantham: 
FOREWORD 

During  the  past  year  one  of  the  most  thorough 
studies  in  education  ever  made  in  New  Hampshire  took 
place.  It  was  a  study  of  the  problems  of  education 
and  was  made  by  the  "Interim  Commission  on  Educa- 
tion", established  by  the  1961  session  of  the  General 
Court.  A  preliminary  report  has  been  made  and  a  final 
report  will  be  forthcoming  during  this  session  of  the 
legislature. 

This  will  be  one  of  the  most  important  reports 
ever  made  on  education  in  New  Hampshire.  The  study 
has  to  do  with  public  education,  its  organization  and 
financing,  as  well  as  higher  education  in  the  state.  My 
brief  remarks  will  be  limited  to  public  education  and 
the  effect  the  report  might  have  on  this  Supervisory 
Union  and  this  District,  A  major  recommendation  of 
the  Commission  is  for  larger  administrative  units,  either 
through  reorganization  or  through  the  so-called  Area 
Regional  Concept,  where  regional  high  schools  will  be 
established  in  cities  that  are  natural  centers  of  business, 
industrial  and  social  activity.  The  number  of  super- 
visory unions  in  the  state  would  be  reduced  from  the 
now  existing  forty-eight  to  thirty-four,  based  on  the 
regional  high  school  concept.  Some  cities,  of  course, 
will  have  more  than  one  public  high  school. 

Our  local  Supervisory  Union  No.  32,  is  one  of  the  few 
that  would  remain  intact,  due  to  the  number  of  stu- 
dents in  our  schools  and  the  fact  that  Lebanon  serves 
somewhat  as  a  center  for  the  three  districts  in  the 
Union.  Lebanon  High  School  would  be  the  regional 
high  school  for  the  three  districts,  except  for  the  stu- 
dents in  Grantham  who  go  to  Newport. 

The  number  of  elementary  schools  in  the  Union 
would  be  reduced  from  seven  to  four  in  the  future.    If 
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we  were  to  reduce  the  number  of  schools  in  Grantham, 
it  would  mean  that  the  District  would  send  its  elemen- 
tary pupils  out  on  a  tuition  basis.  This  should  be 
considered  at  some  future  date,  as  more  quality  is  de- 
manded from  the  students.  The  first  step  would  be  for 
tuitioning  grades  seven  and  eight  to  give  pupils  the 
opportunity  for  better  articulation  with  the  senior  high 
school  grades  they  will  be  attending. 

Some  of  the  proposals  of  the  Commission  will  be 
adopted  by  the  current  session  of  the  General  Court. 
The  report  is  long  and  detailed  and  I  have  mentioned 
only  one  or  two  areas  covered.  Many  of  the  ideas  will 
be  further  studied  by  the  legislators  before  any  final 
action  is  taken.  However,  as  our  society  becomes  more 
complex  and  the  costs  of  education  continue  to  rise, 
cities,  towns  and  school  districts  will  of  necessity  find 
themselves  working  closer  together. 

BUDGET 
The  budget  is  presented  again  in  two  forms;  one, 
keeping  our  school  organization  as  it  is  now,  and  the 
second  is  tuitioning  the  7  th  and  8th  grades  to  Leba- 
non and  grouping  the  remaining  grades  in  the  two 
present  buildings.  There  is  no  need  to  remind  each  of 
you  that  the  second  plan  was  turned  down  twice  last 
year  by  very  close  votes.  It  is  my  opinion,  as  that  of 
the  School  Board,  that  this  should  be  done  if  we  are 
to  give  our  students  the  type  of  education  that  is  to 
prepare  them  for  high  school.  Practically  all  the  pupils 
graduating  from  the  Grantham  schools  now  go  on  to 
high  school  and  it  is  difficult  to  offer  them  the  type 
of  background  necessary  for  the  higher  standards  de- 
manded of  secondary  pupils.  This  is  especially  true  in 
the  fields  of  science,  advanced  mathematics  and  lan- 
guage. However,  all  of  these  reasons  were  discussed 
last  year  and  I  am  sure  that  they  will  be  again  this 
year,  so  little  more  will  be  said  at  this  time  regarding 
the  advantages  or  disadvantages  of  the  move. 
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There  are  two  major  points  that  should  be  men- 
tioned, however,  that  are  different  from  what  was 
planned  last  year.  After  careful  review  of  our  present 
enrollment  in  the  lower  grades,  it  is  felt  that  we  should 
keep  both  schools  open  for  the  next  few  years.  It  is 
planned  to  have  grades  1-3  in  one  school  and  grades 
4-6  in  the  other  building.  If  our  school  enrollment  in 
these  grades  diminishes  as  now  indicated,  one  of  the 
buildings  can  be  closed.  The  second  point  that  should 
be  brought  to  your  attention  is  the  legal  respoHsibility 
of  the  District  to  furnish  transportation  for  students 
going  to  high  school  who  are  under  fourteen  years  of 
age.  This  provision  is  covered  in  the  laws  relating  to 
public  schools.  Chapter  189  Section  7. 

With  the  increased  number  of  students  attending 
high  school,  the  problem  of  transportation  is  a  difficult 
and  serious  one  for  most  parents.  If  the  7th  and  8th 
grades  are  tuitioned  to  Lebanon,  transportation  for  these 
grades  will  have  to  be  provided  by  the  District  and  a 
vehicle  of  sufficient  size  can  be  used  to  offer  transpor- 
tation to  senior  high  pupils  at  the  same  time.  It  is 
my  belief  that  the  District  can  buy  its  own  bus  (a  48- 
passenger  vehicle  is  recommended)  and  operate  it  more 
economically  than  if  the  service  were  contracted.  The 
proposed  budget  is  set  up  to  operate  in  this  manner. 
It  is  figured  that  the  vehicle  will  travel  approximately 
13,500  miles  a  year  at  a  cost  of  20  cents  a  mile,  plus 
driver.  It  is  estimated  that  a  driver  will  cost  approxi- 
mately $8.00  a  day  for  the  four  hours  required  for 
driving.  The  driver  can  be  either  a  man  or  woman  as 
long  as  he  can  be  certified  by  the  state.  The  total 
estimated  amount  for  operating  the  bus  is  $4,140.  This 
would  mean  that  the  District  will  have  to  buy  a  bus, 
paying  for  it  over  a  period  of  five  years  through  the 
issuance  of  notes.  It  is  estimated  that  the  bus  will 
cost  approximately  $6,000,  thus  the  notes  will  be  $1,200 
annually,  with   the  first  coming  due  in  the  next  fiscal 
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year.  Even  with  the  payments  of  the  bus  included,  the 
District  will  be  saving  nearly  $1,000  a  year  by  owning 
its  own  vehicle. 

In  reviewing  the  budget,  I  would  like  to  state  that 
the  District  should  have  a  balance  of  $4,000  in  the 
general  school  fund  at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  If 
we  use  the  sum  of  $24,274.10  as  the  budget  we  are 
operating  the  schools  on  this  year,  our  proposed  bud- 
get for  next  year  will  be  $27,710.08  if  the  schools  are 
kept  as  they  are  now.  If  the  District  votes  to  tuition 
grades  7  and  8,  the  proposed  budget  will  be  $31,189.02. 
Under  our  present  organization  plan,  the  increases  in 
the  budget  come  mostly  for  additional  expenses  for 
instruction,  (teachers'  salaries  and  books)  and  added 
costs  for  tuition.  We  must  have  more  funds  available 
for  teachers'  salaries,  particularly  if  we  have  to  com- 
pete with  districts  in  hiring  new  teachers.  Very  few 
districts  start  teachers  today  for  less  than  $4,000  and 
Grantham  is  handicapped  when  hiring  teachers  because 
of  the  rural  type  schools  that  it  has.  The  number  of 
people  willing  to  teach  in  rural  schools  is  getting 
smaller  each  year.  Books  and  paper  are  increasing  in 
cost  each  year  and  we  should  replace  some  of  our  refer- 
ence books  this  year  as  well  as  provide  for  more  librarj;^ 
books  that  students  can  read  independently. 

Under  tuition,  the  number  of  students  attending 
high  school  next  year  will  increase  from  twenty  to 
twenty-five.  The  cost  of  tuition  for  high  school  will 
be  $450  next  year,  an  increase  of  $15  a  student  over 
this  year's  rate.  This  figure  is  below  the  state  average 
cost  for  high  school  pupils.  It  might  be  well  to  point 
out  that  tuition  costs  will  continue  to  increase  for  the 
next  few  years  because  we  have  more  children  in  the 
elementary  grades.  The  enrollment  at  this  level  will 
not  decrease  much  for  another  four  or  five  years. 

The  budget  proposed  to  operate  the  schools  if  grades 
7  and  8  are  tuitioned  to  Lebanon  is  higher  due  to  tui- 
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tion  costs  and  transportation.  We  will  have  the  saving 
of  one  teacher  and  some  savings  in  supplies,  but  if  both 
buildings  are  kept  open,  the  other  operating  expenses 
V7i\\  be  approximately  the  same.  However,  as  indicated 
under  estimated  income,  the  School  Board  estimates 
that  more  than  $1,000  will  be  collected  as  revenue  from 
parents  for  high  school  pupils  transported  on  the  bus. 
This  is  figured  at  $2.00  a  Vv^eek  and  it  is  expected  that 
at  least  two-thirds  of  the  high  school  students  will 
ride  on  the  bus. 

Our  estimated  revenue  next  year  will  be  consider- 
ably higher  than  in  the  past  due  to  the  $4,000  balance 
that  will  be  available  at  the  end  of  the  year.  However, 
this  balance  will  be  for  only  one  year  and  cannot  be 
planned  on  annually.  In  addition  it  is  expected  that 
our  state  aid  will  be  increased  by  nearly  $1,200  this 
summer.  This  might  be  increased  if  the  legislature 
votes  more  state  aid  as  it  now  seems  inclined  to  do. 
Each  one  is  asked  to  contact  legislators  and  urge  addi- 
tional aid  from  the  state.  The  property  owner  is  taxed 
about  the  limit  he  can  stand  and  if  higher  standards 
are  to  be  met  in  education,  more  aid  from  the  state  must 
be  given. 

In  summary,  the  tax  assessment  to  be  met  by  the 
town  is  as  follows:  if  we  continue  to  operate  as  we  are 
now,  the  town  v/ill  have  to  raise  $13,075.21  if  the  pro- 
posed budget  is  approved.  If  tuition  plan  is  adopted, 
the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  raised  will  be  $15,554.15. 
In  either  case  this  is  considerably  less  than  what  w^as 
raised  for  schools   this  year. 

WARRANT 

There  are  several  special  articles  to  be  voted  on  in 
the  warrant.  First,  the  District  will  have  to  decide  on 
which  organizational  plan  it  will  operate  its  schools  for 
next  year.  Second,  the  District  will  be  asked  to  vote 
to  buy  a  school  bus  and  authorize  the  School  Board  to  pay 
for  it  through  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  for  a  period 
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of  five  years.  The  third  special  article  is  to  instruct 
and  authorize  the  School  Board  to  take  necessary  legal 
steps  to  acquire  the  title  of  the  school  in  North  Gran- 
tham. There  appears  to  be  a  question  as  to  its  legal 
owner  and  the  District  should  attempt  to  get  this  set- 
tled as  soon  as  possible. 

SUMMARY 

I  urge  each  of  you  to  read  the  report  of  the  Teacher 
Consultant,  Mr.  William  Merrill.  His  report  tells  what 
our  schools  are  now  doing  and  also  explains  the  pro- 
gram followed  in  grades  7  and  8  to  meet  the  greater 
demands  on  the  pupils. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Board,  teachers 
and  friends  for  their  cooperation  and  help  given  in 
operating  the  schools  of  the  District.  I  would  like  to 
commend  those  who  differ  in  opinion  regarding  our 
educational  problems.  It  is  good  to  have  this  interest 
in  our  local  schools,  and  its  represents  democracy  at 
vv'ork.

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REPORT  OF 

TEACHER  CONSULTANT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

Reading  is  the  single  most  important  skill  taught 
in  the  elementary  school.  Children  should  be  able  to 
read  with  good  speed  and  comprehension  by  the  time 
they  reach  grade  6.  At  this  level  they  are  being  intro- 
duced to  more  difficult  subject  content,  the  understanding 
of  which  depends  to  a  large  extent  on  their  ability  to 
read  with  understanding.  Children  who  have  not  mast- 
ered the  basic  skills  will  find  school  work  more  and 
more  difficult  and  will  tend  to  become  discouraged  and 
drop  out  of  school.  Realizing  the  basic  importance  of 
reading,  the  School  Board  authorized  the  purchase  of 
Science  Research  Associates  Reading  Laboratories  for 
the  two  schools.  S.R.A.  Reading  Laboratories  are  used 
throughout  the  United  States,  in  both  public  and  pri- 
vate schools,  to  improve  basic  reading  skills.  This 
program  is  particularly  valuable  in  schools  which  house 
several  grades  in  one  room  because  various  levels  can 
use  the  "Kit"  at  the  same  time.  Another  good  feature 
of  the  S.R.A.  program  is  that  it  can  be  used  year  after 
year  with  the  need  of  replacing  only  the  student  record 
booklets. 

S.R.A.  is  not  complete  in  itself,  but  rather  is  de- 
signed to  supplement  the  regular  reading  program.  The 
emphasis  of  S.R.A.  is  on  the  reading  skills  that  make 
reading  easier  and  more  enjoyable  for  children.  Don't  be 
misled  into  believing  that  reading  thirty  minutes  a  day 
in  the  S.R.A.  Kit  will  make  children  proficient  readers. 
It  will  not.  Children  must  learn  to  practice  the  skills 
they  have  learned.  This  may  be  done  by  reading  in  text- 
books and  also  by  reading  for  pleasure  outside  of  school. 
Only  through  much  practice  will  children  become  good 
readers.    Parents  can  do  much  to  encourage  their  chidren 
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to  practice  reading  skills  by  seeing  that  good  books  are 
available  for  them  to  read  at  home. 

I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  working  with  the 
teachers  in  introducing  the  S.R.A.  program.  The  co- 
operation and  enthusiasm  with  which  this  program  has 
been  received  by  both  teachers  and  students  is  very 
encouraging. 

The  problem  of  adequate  education  for  the  young 
people  in  small  communities  is  always  a  serious  one. 
Most  small  towns  cannot  support  the  kind  of  education 
that  today's  technical  society  demands.  The  trend  in 
small  communities  throughout  the  country  is  to  send 
children  to  nearby  larger  communities  where  the  advan- 
tages of  a  complete  educational  program  can  be  received. 
These  advantages  include  an  expanded  curriculum  where 
subjects  such  as  manual  training,  home  economics, 
French,  physical  education,  and  music  may  be  studied. 
Also,  students  are  grouped  according  to  ability  levels 
which  provides  a  like  level  of  instructicn  for  those  of 
like  ability.  The  teachers  are  specialists  in  their  parti- 
cular fields  and  have  the  equipment  and  facilities 
available  to  motivate  students.  Guidance  services,  which 
make  for  better  adjustment  to  high  school  and  com- 
munity life,  are  available  to  direct  and  encourage 
students.  Also,  extra-curricular  programs  such  as  sports, 
dramatics,  and  band  are  available  for  all. 

Children  from  all  communities,  large  or  small,  are 
going  to  be  competing  for  positions  in  adult  life.  Em- 
ployers will  be  interested,  for  the  most  part,  in  the 
educational  training  of  the  applicants,  not  whether  he 
or  she  missed  something  because  the  school  district 
couldn't  afford  to  offer  it.  The  person  who  gets  the 
job  will  be  the  one  best  qualified.  This  qualification  is 
what  we  are  striving  for  throughout  each  child's  school 
life.
